Olympic torch relay ignites 
sense of community pride

The local community has 
officially been diagnosed 
with Olympic fever. 

On Monday, thousands of 
people gathered along Jarvis 
Street and other spots along 
the torch relay route to catch 
a glimpse of perhaps one of 
the most prolific symbols in 
Canada right now. 

In its 53rd day of the 
cross-Canada tour, the 
Olympic torch arrived in 
Fort Erie before 8 a.m. at the 
comer of Phipps and Crooks 
Streets before heading to a 
community stop in the 
downtown core, where it was 
welcomed by a huge crowd 
of people showing their 
pride for their home-country 
and the small town they 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
it was not only a great expe¬ 
rience holding the torch for 


a few moments, but was 
quite pleased to see the 
downtown area filled with 
cheering fans who took time 
out of their day to join the 
celebration. He said it is 
events like this that bring 
out an overwhelming 
amount of civic and commu¬ 
nity pride from people and 
witnessing it, truly is remark¬ 
able. 

"The amount of people 
that came out to show their 
support was great. It was 
absolutely fabulous," said 
Martin. 

One of the people chosen 
to be a torchbearer in 
Niagara was Ted Van Geest, 
a St. Catharines resident. He 
said this is one of the best 
opportunities he has ever 
been given in his time and he 
will cherish it forever. 
Although he only carried the 
torch for a short distance, 
being able to say he played a 
role in the relay is something 
he will never be able to for¬ 
get.

"It's only a short period 
of time, but this is an experi¬ 
ence of a lifetime," he said. 

When 76-year-old Fort 
Erie resident Louis Szilagyi 
heard about the torch relay 
coming to town, he immedi¬ 
ately planned to attend the 
celebration and show his 
support for Canada's 
Olympians, while displaying 
his pride for the community 
he has lived in for many

He said anyone who could be found on Jarvis 
Street or along another section of the route 
deserves a medal for taking time out of their 
schedule to participate in what he feels is an 
extremely historical event for the town. 

"I'm so happy to see all the people who came 
out to welcome the torch. It's really great," said 
Szilagyi. 

A1 Stouffer, the Town's community liaison 
estimates about 2,500 people took part in wel¬ 
coming the torch and its carriers. He agrees 
everyone who attended should be very proud of 
the community spirit they showed during the 
relay's stop in Fort Erie, especially on a Monday 
morning in cold weather. 


"I think everyone in town needs to be 
thanked for coming out. It was a good all-out 
effort by everybody," said Stouffer. 

Ward 1 Coun. Sandy Annunziata participated 
as a torchbearer in Niagara Falls on Sunday, say¬ 
ing it was an experience that will leave an imprint 
on him for the rest of his life. Annunziata has 
many athletic accomplishments under his belt, 
including two Grey Cup wins in the Canadian 
Football League. He feels his role in the torch 
relay easily compares to those achievements but 
seeing over 2,000 people gather in the historic 
Bridgeburg area is "priceless." 

"When you talk about a good thing happen¬ 
ing to a great neighbourhood, you can't put that 
into words," said Annunziata.

Media needs better treatment at torch relay 





In last week’s editor’s notebook, I wrote about 
the excitement leading up to the Olympic torch 
relay and what I expected it would mean to the 
local community. 

My expectations were definitely exceeded when 
it comes to attendance and the overall spirit of 
everyone, but I do have a concern about the way 
things are organized and incidents from last week 
n other cities are only going to assist me when 
proving my point. 

In both stops of the relay, members of the media 
were injured while trying to get the material they 
needed. 

In Newmarket, a Sun Media newsperson was 
hospitalized with a head injury after a scuffle with 
on-uniformed police officer that started when 
was trying to get video footage. In Toronto, a 
photographer was also injured by police. According 
o an article in the Ottawa Sun, several other

reporters have come forward saying they were 
treated by event security in an improper fashion. 

Here on Monday, the members of the Niagara 
Regional Police posed for photos with spectators 
and were very accommodating to members of the 
media, who might have been standing slightly 
inside the human corridor that was being heavily 
enforced by people who were not police officers, 
but were security hired by the relay’s national 
organizers. 

There were a couple of photographers who were 
also hired to shoot the relay by its sponsors and 
they could have ripped the torch out of a carrier’s 
hands and ran away with it compared to the access 
I was given. 

It was nearly impossible to get a decent shot of 
the torch up close because some guy in a track suit 
seemed to purposely time his steps with mine, walk¬ 
ing between my camera and the torchbearers most 
of the way up Jarvis Street. 

My theory is that the security people’s Olympic 
fever is dissipating. They’ve been touring across the 
country for almost two months and are getting 
tired now. 

The reason I say this is because I heard one of 
them say “only 52 days left” to their colleague when 
there was a slight hold up because of people 
swarming with cameras of all kinds. 

It’s great to see so many people that excited to 
snap a photo with their camera phone but there 
needs to be a way to distinguish between those who 


are there out of recreation and those who are try¬ 
ing to do their job. 

This is exactly why these other incidents I men¬ 
tioned took place. Fortunately, our local police offi¬ 
cers are a little more mild-tempered than in other 
places but the security folks need to realize people 
are very excited about the Olympic torch when it 
comes to a small town like Fort Erie. 

The novelty might have worn off for them but it 
is at its peak when communities get their first 
glimpse of it, especially on such a beautiful morning 
like Monday. 

The media should at least be given a 10-minute 
photo and interview opportunity at the start of the 
relay in each town it visits. How are we supposed to 
get the content we need to tell the story when 
someone employed by the event makes a conscious 
effort to get in the way or in other cases act with 
violence? 

How are you supposed to get an interview with 
a torchbearer who is instructed to literally hop on a 
bus as fast as they can at the end of the route so 
they can head off to the next stop? 

I understand time is a serious issue but designat¬ 
ing a spot on the route where the torchbearers 
stand still for about five minutes isn’t too much to 
ask I don’t think. In the end, it would make things 
easier for everyone.

Dear Editor, 

A process is in place that aUows 
items to be taken out of the entire 
capital budget and voted on separate¬ 
ly as has been done in the past. The 
purpose aUows someone who has a 
conflict of interest with part of the 
budget to abstain from voting on the 
part of the budget they have a conflict 
with and aUows them to vote on the 
remainder of the budget. It also 
aUows coundl to respect positions of 
councUlors who cannot support an 
item in the budget that they have 
strong feelings against, so that it is 
voted on separately. Counrilors 
Steckley and Noyes found themselves 
in this position and asked that the 
Environmental Impact Study be 
voted on separately. We do not agree 
that the taxpayer should pay $50,000, 
for the Environmental Impact Study 
for the Molinaro development at Bay 


Beach. Unfortunately the majority of 
coundl did not respect our position 
and insisted that the EIS expenditure 
not be separated as requested. The 
choice we were left with was to unfor¬ 
tunately not support the entire capital 
budget or vote to support, it knowing 
that we would be saddling the taxpay¬ 
er with costs that we feel should not 
be borne by them. If the EIS expen¬ 
diture was voted on separately, both 
of us would have supported the 
remainder of the capital budget. We

Meals on Wheels Fort Erie 
serves its clients all year long but 
around Christmas time it goes one 
extra step to put smiles on all its 
client's faces. 

On Monday, a group of volun¬ 
teers dressed in full-fledged Santa 
outfits could be found at the Meals 
on Wheels headquarters at 
Gilmore Lodge, before heading 
out on five different routes to 
deliver to 60 clients in the Greater 
Fort Erie area. 

Executive director Nancy Ryan 
says providing quality service to 
clients every month of the year is 
always important but during the 
holiday season, adding a little bit 
of fun to the day can go a long way. 

She mentioned that a majority 
of the Meals on Wheels clients 
served by the local program may 
not have that many family mem¬ 
bers still living locally, so providing 
some Christmas cheer can really 
make a difference. 

"It's just a little something to 
brighten the clients' day,” said

When Wilma 

Saunders agreed to 
make as many dolls as 
she could, she never 
thought 6,000 of her 
creations would be put¬ 
ting a smile on faces all 
across the world. 

The 89-year-old 

grandmother has been 
making rag dolls from 
scratch from her home 
for the last six years 
and said there are no 
signs of stopping. 

The hobby stems 
from a love of sewing, a 
love of helping others 
and having extra time 
on her hands. 

With the help of 
Intercede 
International, an 
organization that helps 
serve indigenous min¬ 
istries in more than 50 
countries, Saunders’ 
dolls go along with the 
agency’s shipments to 
third-world countries 
such as Sudan and 
Nicaragua. 

The idea to do this 
came from Saunders’ 
daughter, Lynda Valvo, 
after watching an 
episode of Oprah when 
she went to Africa and 
gave them dolls resem¬ 
bling different races. 

“I thought, ‘mom 
could easily do this,’ so 
she started to make 

Without any agen¬ 
cies to help them, both 
mother and daughter 
got to work, finding 
bargains on any materi¬ 
als they could find and 


spending hours stuff¬ 
ing, sewing and deco¬ 
rating the different rag 
dolls. 

Valvo said she has 
helped her mother a bit 
and can’t believe the 
time and effort she puts 
into her work. 

“I would never be 
able to keep up with 
her. I’ll go down to see 
her space and she’ll 
have 40 arms and legs 
strung together. It’s 
incredible.” 

Intercede’s presi¬ 
dent, James Eagles, said 
he got involved after 
reading an article 
about Saunders in The 
Times almost four 
years ago. 

“It was the perfect 
fit as we are often mak¬ 
ing shipments to differ¬ 
ent countries... Seeing 
the girls and the boys 
receiving those dolls 
and being able to call 
something their own is 
very moving.” 

Eagles, who has 
been to some of these 
countries, said most of 
the children have noth¬ 
ing and will keep the 
dolls as more than just 
a toy, but as something 
to keep their spirits 
high. 

“The looks on their 
faces when they have 
their dolls is something 
very special.” 

Saunders said her 
motivation to keep 
going is knowing she is 
making a difference in 
a child’s life. 

“It makes me so 
happy and I’ll want to 
work that much harder 
when I see a picture of 
one of those girls with 


one of my dolls.” 

Saunders even 
a personal thank-you 
one year from a girl 
brought to Canadt 
an exchange program. 
The girl had received 
the doll, and it just so 
happened that she 
would be boarding 
with a family in Fort 
Erie. 

“That was soi 
thing I will never for¬ 
get.” 

What makes each 
doll so special is that 
she makes them with 
different coloured 
skins, so people from 
all over can relate to 

“I’ll make a few 
changes now and 
then, but I’m pretty 
particular with what 
I’m making. They all 
need to be attractive 
and come complete 
with all the little fin¬ 
ishing touches.” 

Saunders and 
Valvo both said with¬ 
out the help from the 
Stanton Street organ¬ 
ization, the project 
would have never 
taken off and grown 
this big.
